In addition 
to the above Gleichen chapter was 
specially requested to prepare large 
quantities of hospita] supplies in case 
of a national emergency, ‘This was 
completed in short time and is ready 
should such an emergency arise. 

Apart from the Red Cross work, 
the members found time to knit 18 
pairs of socks for local boys as they: 
enlisted. For girls joining the ser- 
vices the knitted three sweaters and 
three more are in the making. 

In the secretary‘s report, special 
thanks was tendered to Mrs. L. 
Michael, convenor of the Home Nurs- 
ing classes and also to Dr, Windsor, 
Miss McLeod and the staff of the 
Indian Hospital for their assistance 
in conducting the classes. 

Much credit was also due to Mrs. 
Sutermeister (wool committee), Mrs. 
Farquharson (sewing committee, Mrs, 
G. Evans (quilt committee) and 
Mrs. McQueen who is in charge of all 
hospital bandages and sungica] dress- 
ings, and to Mrs. Gooderham, in 
charge of the layettes. ‘These ladics

I could not help think of the difter- 
ent attitude of our farmers toward 
the war. Farmers, I reminded these 
industrial workers, never strike no 
matter how low their products may 
be in price—and today they: are low 
in price compared to the high wages 
industrial workers are receiving. 
Farmers simply Carry On to the best 
of their ability producing those food 
products which the government tells 
them are urgently needed. It docs 
seem, therefore, that our farmers are 
entitled by all to a great deal of 
credit for the splendid work they are 
doing in producing vast quantities of 
those most important munitions of 
war—foodstuffs, 

I venture the suggestion to the 
government however, that because of 
all this a modest increase in the 
price of the products our prairie 
farmers are raising, to bring their net 
incomes nearer to those. now enjoy 
ed by industria] workers, would he 
wel] in order.

SOLDIERS ABSENT 
WITHOUT LEAVE 
RARE OCCURANCE 


Tite number of cases of Absence 
Without Leave in Military District 
No, 13 is small, because the right 
kind of discipline is enforced, accord- 
ing to a statement made by the mil- 
itary authority. ‘He also added that 
soldiers are co-operating in the war 
effort, but that there are a few who 
do not realize the seriousness of thig 
offence and the grave effect it may 
have on their dependents, 

Actually the number absent with- 
out leave in this district, according 
to a recent check up was less than 
five-eights uf one percent, 

Tt was pointed out that soldiers who 
Go absent are not playing the game, 
first to their country, second by their 
unit and third by their comrades. 
“Their country expects them to be 
soldiers, and it pays them each day 
of soldering,” this official comment- 
ed. He went on to say that each 
unit has an espirit de corps, which 
is the responsibility of each soldier 
in the unit. 

“The absentee will let down his 
comrades, therefore, by being 
absent,” he stated, “as he may be 
losing essential training which will 
render him less effective in thie field. 
If the soldier at any time has to be 
sent overseas without his training 
having been absolutely entirely com- 
pleted, he is endangering, not only 
his life but also the lives of his com- 
rades, because he lacks some essential 
part of training, 

“The solder is not playing the 
game by his family and himself be- 
cause during his absence he loses pay 
and so may his dependents. He is 
also letting down the good name of 
his family and himself as a Canadian 
citizen,” 

A study 


of circumstances  sur- 
rounding cases of absence without 
leave, according to this official 
shows that igmorance and careless- 
ness on the part of the soldier and 
his family are frequently contribut- 
ing factors in respect of the ‘absence. 

It was pointed out that if a soldier 
overstays his leave or furlough; or 
goes away from hjs unit without per- 
mission, in most cases neither the 
soldier nor his family realize the fin- 
ancial hardship which may ensue to 
himself and his dependents, 

“In times like these absence with- 
out leave is a serious offence,” the 
officer declared. ‘The soldiers de- 
scription is circulated, and he is li- 
able to be arrested by civil or mili- 
tary police. Upon apprehension the 
soldier would be tried for this offencd 
and if found guilty would forfeit his 
pay for every day of his illegal ab- 
sence, and also for each day while 
he is serving any sentence of deten- 
tion, which may. be imposed.”

Should the illegal] absence exceed 
twenty-two days the dependents al- 
lowance would be cut off, and vol- 
untary assignment of pay may be 
stopped immediately the soldier is re- 
ported absent without leave. This 
money can only be reinstated from 
the first day of the month after the 
apprehension of the soldier. 

There are three kinds of illega] ab- 
sence, according to this military of- 
ficial, these are: (e) absence with- 
out leave; (b) desertion—which 
means any intention to stay away 
and not return to service; (c) illega: 
absence after being warned for over- 
seas draft,

BUTTER CONSUMPTION 
TEMPORARILY 
REDUCED 


It has become necessary to reduce the current rate of 
consumption of butter, and ‘accordingly changes have 
been made in the dates on which (brown) spare “C” 
coupons of the current ration book may be used. 


Spare “C” coupons 10 and 11 may not be used for the 
purchase of butter. Coupons 1 to 4 inclusive, have 
already expired, 


Expiry dates for spare “C” coupons 5 to 8, inclusive, 
have been extended to aid consumers in stretching out 
the butter allowance over the period from now until 
February 28th. 


Each coupon will continue to be good for the purchase 
of one-half pound of butter and will be good only on 
the dates specified below: 


Coupon Good for purchase Not good for 
Number beginning on: purchase after: 


5 and 6 January 18th February 28th 
7 and 8 February Ist February 28th 
9 March Ist March 14th 


The result of this is to reduce each individual’s 
allowance by 2 2/3 ounces per week during the 
temporary period.

At this time there are no great demands on 
the scheme, due to the fact that there is now plentiful employment for men | 
discharged from the services, who are able to work. Already, however, 
many thousands of men in the forces have expressed their interest in the 
settlement scheme, according to Hon. T. A. Crerar, Resources Minister, who 
is in charge df the undertaking. It doubtless gives a feeling of security 
to those men and their families, who plan to take advantage of the Act, 
and it is one concrete way in which Canada is preparing to meet the 
problem of unemployment in the years following the war. 


The Nutrition Campaign 


The general improvement of the nation’s health is the aim of Canada's | 
Nutrition Campaign launched recently, and which is sponsored by Nutrition | 
‘Services of the Department of Pensions and National Health, Ottawa. This, 
campaign, which was Officially announced recently by Prime Minister W. L.| 
Mackenzie King, has the approval and support of all government depart-| 
ments connected directly with the war effort. 

“In the face of shortages resulting from a national economy disrupted | 
by the war, it is essential that Canadians become conscious of food values,’’ | 
declares Dr. L, B. Pett, director of Nutrition Services. ‘A knowledge of | 
nutrition will enable people not only to get the most value for the money 
they spend on food, but better value out of the food they buy.” 

A table of official Food Rules for Canada has been drawn up by Nutri- | 
tion Services giving the minimum daily requirements of the foods necessary | 
to protect health. } 

MILK—Adults—Minimum ¥, pint; children—pint or more daily, 

FRUIT—Tomatoes or citrus and other fruits daily, 

VEGETABLES—One serving potatoes daily. Two servings other 

vegetables, leafy green or yellow, frequently raw. 

CEREALS - BREAD—4 to 6 slices whole wheat bread—whole grain 

' cereal daily. Butter on bread, 

MEAT - FISH—One serving daily. 

EGGS—At least three weekly, 

FISH LIVER OILS—As recommended by your physician, 

It must be remembered that these are Canada’s Wartime Food Rules 
and where found necessary these amounts may be increased. This is par- 
ticularly true where milk is concerned. 

Observance of these rules by Canadians across the Dominion will mean 
a higher standard of physical health for the entire population and the 
results will be felt in the years to come,

CRACKED FLAX SEED 

A contributory cause of the gen- 
erally unsatisfactory condition of 
the flax crop in Canada seems to 
lie in the seed itself, states the Do- 
minion Plant Pathology Laboratory 
at Winnipeg. An examination of 
several hundred seed samples of flax 
revealed in many of them a high 
percentage of cracked seed, appar- 
ently largely due to threshing dur- 
ing very dry weather, When plant- 
ed in field soil, seed containing many 
cracked kernels is usually low in 
germination, This defect can be 
largely or completely overcome by 
treating such seed with an organic 
mercury dust.

DEMAND FOR BACON 
% Stoneman 
More Bacon Hogs Necessary To 
Meet. Britain’s Requirements 

It will take a lot of planning and 
persistent effort, according to Hon, R. 
J. M. Parker, provincial minister of 
agriculture, for Saskatchewan farm- 
ers to contribute their full share in 
meeting the terms of the Canadian 
bacon contract with Great Briatin. 
In a public address recently Mr. 
Parker said:— 


“I want to speak very directly and 
very earnestly to Saskatchewan farm- 


ers regarding the-production outlook | 


for 1943. A few days ago I attended 
a meeting in Ottawa, with other Pro- 
vincial Ministers, to study more 
closely the food situation in Canada 
and production goals for next year, 
“The first important fact which the 
conference stressed is that the Prairie 
Provinces are exceedingly well sup- | 
plied with feed grain, and none is as| 
well supplied as Saskatchewan. Mani-| 
toba has about 50% more feed grains | 
than the 5-year average. Alberta's 
increase is not quite so great as that 
of Manitoba over the 5-year average, | 
or as much per grain-consuming 
animal unit. Saskatchewan's feed| 
grain supply is almost 75% above} 
the 5-year average and more than| 
three times as much per grain-con- 
suming animal unit as Ontario— 
Canada’s greatest livestock producing 


‘In fact, in Saskatchewan this 
year we had two years’ grain crop 
in one season, twice the current year's 
estimated marketing quota of 14 
bushels—about as much wheat as 
could be sold in two marketing sea- 
Coarse grain 
supplies are equally abundant, and, | 
while the government's policy for 
1942 implied that farmers could sell 
at a guaranteed price all the coarse 
grains they might want to sell, the 
market demand is not sufficient to 
provide outlets for such an abund- 
ance of oats and barley. In spite of 
this, however, it is believed that 
coarse grain acreage should be fur- 
ther increased next year and wheat 
acreage correspondingly reduced, 


better market demand for coarse 
grains than for wheat during the 
next eighteen months. Another mil- 
lion acres of flax is requested by the 
Agricultural Supplies Board, and 
Saskatchewan farmers can easily 
supply this additional flax. 

“The abundance of grains, however, 
is in marked contrast to the meat 
Larger marketings of pigs 

cattle are particularly 
needed in 1943. It appears that mar- 
ket cattle should be sold more freely 
next year than was done this year, It 
appears equally desirable, with so 
much grain on hand, that calves of 
beef breeding type shculd be retained 
in order to increase meat supplies at 
a later time. Beef cattle numbers 
declined in the crop failure year of 
1937 but have been recovering since 
It should be possible to 
market 200,000 head from Saskatche- 
wan next year, compared with about 
170,000 head annually during the 
past two. years. Better feeding will 
make heavier carcasses and provide 
more meat. There is a great oppor- 


form of beef. 


“It is in the production of pigs, 
however, that Saskatchewan appears 


to have its greatest opportunity. The 
Dominion has set a goal of 8,000,000! 
head for all of Canada; this means! 
more pigs than have ever been mar- | 
keted in any one year in Canadian

small State of Iowa produces every | 


year. | 

“The chief surplus pig producing | 
areas of Canada are the central proy- 
ince of Ontario and the three great, 
grain producing, prairie provinces. 


| Prairie production declined by a third | 


in 1938 as a result of the disastrous 
crop failure of 1937. Alberta and 
Manitoba recovered quickly and, since 
the outbreak of the war, have sur-| 
passed their previous production 
goals, In this, Saskatchewan has! 
slowly followed their example, al-| 
though we are behind Manitoba and! 
very far behind Alberta, which in| 
1942 surpassed the swine production! 
of Ontario. The three prairie proy-| 
inces combined made an impressive | 
showing in 1941 with the prcduction| 
of one-half million pigs more than 
Eastern Cahada, and a production of | 
one million more pigs than all the 
Eastern provinces together provided | 
in 1942. Saskatchewan, however, has 
not yet got into her production stride, 
as have Manitoba and Alberta. In| 
1941 pig sales from Manitoba farms | 
averaged nine head per farm, and in 
1942 will average nearly 91% head 
per farm, Alberta’s marketings aver- 
aged 191 head per farm in 1941 and 
22 head per farm in 1942, Saskatche- 
wan figures in comparison show less 
than 614 per farm in 1941 and only 
6% in 1942, If Saskatchewan's per 
farm production were equal to the 
average of Alberta, Saskatchewan 
farmers should have marketed over 
three million hogs in 1942. If our 
production in Saskatchewan during 
1943 is to equal Alberta’s 1942 aver- 
age, this province alone should sup- 
ply considerably more than the en- 
tire swine increase that is asked for 
from all of Canada. And let us not 
forget that we have more than 
enough grain to do it and we still 
have a lot more grain than we are} 
likely to be able to sell for some time. 

“Saskatchewan's production of hogs | 
slumped to an all-time low in 1938, 
with marketings of less than one- 
quarter million, 1942 marketings ap- 
pear to be less than 90,000 head, 
There are a lot of Saskatchewan grain | 
farms from which no pigs are sold. 
Such a situation was understandable | 
when there was no special demand | 
for meat to serve the war needs, and 
especially when all of the grain was 
readily saleable as grain. The con- 
dition today is radically reversed. The

Moreover, there is a guaranteed mar- 
ket and a good price for all the pigs 
that Canada can produce. 

“On some Saskatchewan farms pig 
production is a major enterprise with 
annual production up in the hundreds. 
Such farms have probably reached 
their limits in pig production, but 
there are many others that have not 
done so. I thi it can be demon- 
strated convincifigly that, at present 
prices of grain, it is definitely profit- 
able to raise hogs-as an alternative to 
selling grain. Raising hogs certainly 
provides for disposal of large quan- 
tities of grain that can not now be 
sold directly. 


“What can Saskatchewan farmers 
do now to serve the war effort and“at 
the same time dispose of surplus 
grains? Let me make this sugges- 
tion: Men who want to increase 
swine production in 1943 can easily 
buy good bacon type gilts for breed- 
ing purposes and mate them with 
pure bred Yorkshire boars for spring 
farrowing. There is time yet to do 
so and produce market hogs for sale 
in the late months of 1943. Some 
grain farmers who might feel the 
urge to do this may not be in a posi- 
tion to act immediately, or may pre- 
fer to have someone else breed the 
gilts for sale during the winter 
months. Experienced pig breeders 
with surplus gilts and available boars 
may be those who should undertake 
this breeding programme now in 
order to sell gilts as bred sows or to 
sell weanlings after seeding. Some- 
one, however, should do it, and do it 
at the right time; it is of urgent na- 
tional importance. I appeal particu- 
larly to experienced swine men to 
increase their breedings for 1943, 
and, if they are breeding more sows 
than they want to keep, write the 
Live Stock Commissioner, Regina, 
and tell him how many additional 
sows they are going to breed with 
the intention of selling the bred sow 
or the litter at weaning time. The 
Department wants to know who will 
have surplus pigs to sell so that help- 
ful direction and advice may be given 
to grain farmers who are planning to 
feed a lot of grain to pigs next sum- 
mer with the objects in view of in- 
creasing much needed meat supplies 
and of increasin, 
grain, 


“Reports indicate that boars are 
scarce and yet there may be a num- 
ber of owners who have no further 
need of them. Those, therefore, who 
have boars to spare are urgently 
requested to report the same to the 
Live Stock Commissioner. Regina, who 
will communicate with other farm- 
ers who may desire to purchase. Per- 
haps, too, licensed live stock dealers 


may be of assistance to farmers who | 
require more boars or sows for breed- | 


ing purposes. They know of many 


farmers who have good stock to sell | 


and because of this may render real 
help. 

“I also appeal to those who desire 
to buy bred sows or weaned pigs to 
write to the Live Stock Commissioner, 
Regina, and tell him their require- 
ments and when. The reader should 
make a note of this now and remem- 
ber ‘to state whether he is breed- 
ing sows to sell or buying bred sows 
next spring. It should be done at 
once before it is forgotten. 

“Some may be hesitating because 
of the labour situation, All I can say 
in this connection is that the war 
cannot be won without armies; 
armies must be fed; and it is the 
duty of National Selective Service to 
see that men who are essential to 
successful agricultural production are 
allowed to continue in this important 
work. It is the responsibility of Na- 
tional Selective Service to give to 
agricultural production the consider- 
ation it merits in a total war effort 
as well as to the production of muni- 
tions, base metals, lumbering, fishing 
and the supplying of men for the 
armed services. 

“If there are difficulties in main- 
taining agricultural production be- 
cause of necessary help being taken 
from the farm for any purpose, it is 
suggested that such write at once to 
Mr. R. H. Milliken, K.C., Regina, giv- 
ing complete particulars. The Do- 
minion minister of agriculture has 
nominated Mr. Milliken to represent 
such farmers before the National 
War Services Board.”

Organized primarily to release 
Category “A’’ men of Canada for 
combatant or more active duty, the 
Women's Army has stepped forth 
with eagerness and determination to 
see a job well done. A year ago a 


few hundred young women of Canada, | 
enlisted in the service of their coun- | 


try for the duration of the war and 
for 12 months thereafter if the need 
should arise, were feeling their way 
along paths hitherto unbroken and 
unknown. 

On The Job 

Today they are marching in their 
thousands not only in Canada but in 
Great Britain and the United States. 
They are on the job. They have 
come from every province in Canada, 
from the Atlantic to the Pacific 
coasts, from the farms and scattered 
communities of the Prairie. the set- 
tlements of Northern Ontario and 
Quebec, from offices, factories, col- 
leges, schools and quiet Canadian 
homes, women of all classes and 
types, linked together in the com- 
mon bond of service and all wearing 
proudly the khaki of His Majesty's 
Canadian Forces, 

Those who struggled with the 
formation and organization of the 
Corps just over 12 months ago may 
well look back with pride upon their 
achievements, but none would be con- 
tent to lose herself in musing re- 
trospect, oblivious of the fact that 
there is yet much to be done.

A proclamation recently 
fesned by His Excellency, the 
Governor-General, requires that 
every single man, born in any year 
from 1902 to 1923, both years 
inclusive, who has not already re- 
ceived a notice or order to report 
for medical examination under 
compulsory military service, must 
fill out a special form at the office 
of a Postmaster, a Registrar of a 
Mobilization Board or an Em- 
ployment and Selective Service 
Officer not later than February 
Ist, 1943, 


For this purpose the term “‘single 
man” also inc'udes any male 
person who was @ widower, or 
legally separated or divorced, and 
without a child or children dee 
pendent on him at July 15, 1940, 
or any such male person who has 
suffered the loss of his dependent 
child or children after that date; 
and any male person who, though 
married at July 15th, 1940, since 
that date became a widower, 
legally separated or divorced, and 
i: now without a child or children 
dependent on him. 


Please observe that single men 
who have received notices to report 
for medical examination under 
the military call-up and who have 
becn examined as required, or 
men who are now in the Armed 
Forces, are NOT included in those 
to register by February Ist. 
Penalties are provided for failure 
to register.
